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tomed talent. Nothing could be more artistically finished 
or more musically effective than Madame Novello's 
execution of the music of Undine ; and her final effort in 
the solo verse of " God save the Queen," brought the con- 
cert to a close with that wonderful B flat, for which Madame 
Novello has been so justly celebrated, and which now can 
be heard no more by the British public.
